COLCMBCS, O., Jnnn 1.—An official, 


who stands high in the management of 
one of Ohio's big coal roadu, in speaking 
of the present coal strike, said; 


•'The coal roads all show a very heavy 


decrease in their earnings for tho month 
of May compared with any other month's 
earning*, except that of last May, whon 
when the conditions were somewhat 
limilar to the present state of affairs. 
That it h a bard blow to the railroad in- 
terests goes without saying, but few bnt 
those on the inside know just how much 
the roads of Ohio and th« laboring peo- 
ple of Ohio have lost by the present coal 
tienp. 


"The roads have lost heavily bnt the 


miners and laborers have lost much 
more in the way of wages, and their loss 
is in turn visited on the merchants of 
the Btate. 


'•Take the miners along the Ohio Coal 


Traffic association roads; they would 
have produced during the month of 
May, hud there been no suspension of 
mining, about 600,<X)0 tow, of coal. This 
you can see would have realized to the 
miners, operators and railroads about 
$960,000, of this ni'iount $420,000 would 
have 
gone into the pockets of the 


miners and other mine emplovee for 
labor. 
Th-j balance of the |960,000 


would 
have been 
used in the op- 


eration of the railways and in the pur- 
chase of supplies by the coal companies. 


"The mines along the Coal Traffic as- 


sociation roads represent only about one- 
halt of tbe Ohio coal, tonnage, so it i» 
safe to estimate the ctist of the strike in 
Ohio, for the month of May, at nearly 
$3,000,000—a largo sum, don't you 
think, for Ohio to lose m one month? 
Some of the papers have said that the 
business is only loaned and would be 
realized by the miners, operators and 
railroads as soon as work was once more 
under headway 
But the conditions 


have changed, and the business that is 
lost by a <Hj's illness is lost forever. 
This has be<>n brought about by tne re- 
sumption of work in the Pittsburg dis- 
trict and the cor.sfquent shipment of 
coal to supply the lake trade. 


"The five big mines or companies of 


the Pittsburg district are now working 
full blast at 55 cents a ton with a 1 1-2 
inch screen, whereas the Ohio miners 
use a l l * inch screen, which in itself 
makes a difference of about 10 cvuts per 
ton, in that it gives the operators n bet- 
ter class of coal and adds a great deal to 
the pea -coal, which they get without 
cost. 
"Yee, the whole trouble as I see it, 


hinges ou the De Armott and Van Em- 
mons controversy, and now that the W. 
L. Scott. Ellsworth & psborn, Sager & 
Compaay mines have joined them in the 
fight to enforce a 55 cent scale the affair 
is much more complicated. 
If th<*y 


could be whipped into lints and made to 
pay fair wages the whole question would 
be settled at once. 


"The Ohio operators will pay good 


wages gladly if they can do so and still 
ompete with the lake shippers of Pitta- 
burg. As conditions are now we are 
osing contracts right here in Ohio, and 
very day brings m tons and tons of 
West Virginia coal,.which is sold in tbis 
and other cities throughout the state.'

This uieihud is very wasteful of wa- 


ter aud is not well adapted to other than 
ssuMly soils, 2£, if clay is present to any 
extent, the surface will bake aud crack. 
The aimmut of water required for this 
method of imgatiou varies with the soil 
aud crop, an well a* with tbe sowoii mid 
locality. 
In Colorado it ia estimated tbat the 


duty of water, or die amount tbat • 
stream of water flowing at the rate of 
one enbie foot per second will irrigate, 
i# fooHi 50 to 80 acres, but ill some parts 
of California it seeina to ba several 
times this after the first eeasou. As a 
rule, from two to threo wuu'vmgs iu a 
season are given. 


For such crops as are worked by the 


horse the water is applied iu furrows be 
tween the rows, but if tbe land ia leve 
and the ciops are baud worked it is 
thrown up iuto beds from 15 to 80 fee'
